West led the spade queen, and 
South took dummy's spade ace. 
South then led dummy’s trump to 
for a winning finesse and fqjkwcd 
with a second trump lead to his 
jack. 

Then came the contradiction. 
After twice Finessing against 
East's trump king, he reversed 
course. Leaving East with his 
king. South cashed the ace and 
king of diamonds and presented 
East with “his trump trick." 

As promised by East's overcall 
and the opening lead. East had 
both the spade king and the dub 
ace. Whatever East led now would 
provide a dummy entry, giving 
South his game (five hearts, three 
diamonds, the spade ace, and ei- 
ther the dub king or spade jack). 

Note that East couldmot es- 
cape South's trap with his actual 
trump holding. Had East held the 
trump deuce, he could have es- 
caped the tap by playing his high 
trumps on the first two leads. He 
could then have ducked with the 
deuce on the third round of 
trumps, leaving South on lead 
with only nine winners.
